JAPANESE COAL MISSION 
TO VISIT PASS MINES 


Officials of the Coleman Collieries in Cole¬ 
man will be host this month when the Japan¬ 
ese Coal Mission visits Coleman to visit the 
mines in the Crows Nest Pass area. 

The men who will visit here for a period of 
four days are Kazuyoshi Yokoo, chief of the 
fuel section, Yawata Iron and Steel Co. Ltd.; 
Fujio Ohashi, chief of fuel section Fuji Iron 
and Steel Cp. Ltd.; Tetsuro Abe, chief of fuel 
section, Nippon Steel Tube Co. Ltd.; Keija Sa- 
wai, chief of mining section, Nittetsu Kogyo 
K. K., and Hiroshi Ono, marketing section, 
Nippon Steel Tube Co. Ltd. 


The Japanese^ mining men left 
Tokyo Nov. 11 by North West Air¬ 
lines and landed in Seattle where 
on Tuesday they visited the bulk 
i oal loading docks and on Wed¬ 
nesday visited the Port of Port¬ 
land after which they left for Van¬ 
couver to look over the dock facili¬ 
ties there. 

Thursday the party left by TCA 
for Victoria where they met with 
the British Columbia government. 
Friday saw the delegation fly from 
Vancouver to Nanaimo where they 
visited the Nanaimo c-oal mine. 

Sunday, aboard a TCA plane, 
they left Vancouver for Ottawa, 
where they met with the Japanese 
embassy and the Dominion Coal 
Board. 

Wednesday the party will leave 
Ottawa by TCA eit route to Cole¬ 
man where the delegation will visit 
! he coal mines in the Crows Neat 
Pass area. 

They will leave tlq- Pass for 
Ottawa where they will again 


t ;eet with the Japanese embassy 
and the Dominion Coal Board. 

They will leave Ottawa for New 
\ork from where they will go to 
San Francisco, Honolulu and will 
arrive back in Tokyo on Dec. 2. 

During the past month the Cole¬ 
man Collieries sent out via Port¬ 
land 1.090 tons of coal bound for 
Japan where tests on the coal’s 
ability to coke will be made by 
the. Japanese Steel Mills. The 
coal, mined in Vicary Creek, just 
eight miles north of Coleman, is a 
l igh grade coking coal and should 
the coal prove itself satisfactory 
R> ruse by the Japanese indust¬ 
ries, a promising coal industry 
ecu id revive the Crows Nest Pass 
district. Tests on the coal mined 
north of Coleman have been con¬ 
ducted by the Coleman Collieries 
and have proven ideal for coking. 
Some 5,000 tons have been taken 
( ut of the new- prospect, some of 
which has been sent to United 
Siates Steel Mill in Utah.

Domenic Hart, well known Cole¬ 
man trucker, was committed lor 
trial; in Supreme Court in Edmon¬ 
ton by Magistrate Colonel Hen- 
1, ington after a day long prelimin¬ 
ary hearing at Hinton, Alberta, reS 
leutly. Lf i& eager ted the trial v/i 11 
be held in December. ' 

The fifteen witnesses, giving evi- 
ueace were Dir. I. Reid, Hinton 
town constable, F. Foley. Con¬ 
stable C. R. Jones, RCMP; Adrian 
Dart, Hazel Hart, Edward Block, 
Jean Block, Joan McKay. Alvin 
McKay. Adeline Corbel, widow of 
Frank Corbel; Harold Woodley. 

\ 'olet Wojylley. Harold Badke. 
and Marie James. 

A full report by the provincial 
imhtoJogiet was also submitted by 
consent. 

Domenic Hart was formally 
charged that on or about the 2®tb 
day of September. 1957, he did 
unlawfully kill anil slay one Frank 
Corbel and did thereby commit 
manslaughter contrary to Section 
207 of the Cdiminal Code." 

There had ben a house wann¬ 
ing party at the home of Edward 
Block, the evidence showed, and 
during the evening, it is alleged 
the deceased Frank Corbel chal¬ 
lenged gpy man or woman in the 
place to stand up to him. The 
challenge was finally accepted by 
Adrian Hart, a brother of the ac¬ 
cused, but Edward Block, owner 
of the Uonte, told them he would 
throw them out if they did not 
keep quiet. 

However, Joan McKay, the ac¬ 
cused's sister, urged Adrian Hart 
to accept the challenge and at this 
point Domenic Hart decided he and 
ills relatives had better go home. 

They went out of the house and 
were followed by Corbel, who, it 
is alleged, called the accused’s 
sister, Joas .McKay, “a slut". The 
accused then went back to Cor¬ 
bel. protesting that he should not 
call his sister such names, and 
.u this point, the evidence show- 
id, Corbel took a swing at Dom¬ 
inic Hart with his right fist. The 
accused put up his guard and 
struck back about three times and 
Corbel fell to the ground and. it 
appears, died at once. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
a plea was put up by defence 
counsel T. J. Costigan of Biair- 
more, for dismissal of the 
charge against Hart, on the 
grounds of provocation and self- 


defence. 

However, the magistrate, after 
bearing argument from W. An¬ 
derson. crown prosecutor, of Ed- 

iuout#o, decided that the case go 

io the high court for trial. 

The accused, Domenic Hart, was 
■'•leased on $2500 bail.

Violence Condoned 

(By Ambrose Hills) 

I’ve been leading the decision of 
Mr. Justice John Kearney of the 
exchequer Court of Canada hold¬ 
ing that the men who refused to 
crqss a picket line are entitled to 
draw unemployment insurance. 

Unemployment insurance for 
v.liat? They have jobs to go to. 
Harding Carpets Limited of Brant¬ 
ford. Ontario, did not fire them 
if wanted them to work. They could 
have crossed fhe picket line. The 
law of peaceful picketing does not 
condone violence and intimidation 
of non-striking workers. 

Then why do the rest of us have 
tp pay them Unemployment In¬ 
surance? 

The reason is a shocking one. 
Justice Kearney ruled as he did 
because it was clear that these 
pfople were too frightened to cross 
that picket line. There was defi¬ 
nitely fear of violence and bodily 


harm — so much fear that Justice 
Kearney felt the workers were jus- 
t tied in not crossing the picket 
line for fear they'd get hurt physi¬ 
cally. 

I am not blaming Justice Kear¬ 
ney for this finding; he probably 
had no alternative but to interpret 
ihc Unemployment Insurance Act 
as he did. Unfortunately, this act¬ 
ion appears to condone illegal con¬ 
duct in picketing. 

What is the matter with Ont¬ 
ario that it does not enforce the law 
of peaceful picketing? 

Tilings have come to a pretty 
pass when a court ruling, implies 
that it would lie bodily dangerous 
in the province of Ontario to cross 
t picket line - so dangerous that 
workers who refuse to do it are 
considered jobless, and the rest of 
Canada must pay them Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance! 

Many of us out here in Western 
Canada have known cases where 
employees contributed to Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance for years - 


but when they needed it, and made 
Implication, they were treated 
mighty coolly by the Unemployment 
Insurance clerks. It was made 
mighty tough for them to collect a 
single cent, even though they’d 
been paying for a long time and 
were now genuinely unemployed. 
Vet Ontario workers, frightened by 
a picket line, have no trouble get¬ 
ting a • court decision that they 

What, will happen now? Ontario 
labor will work this picket-line 
bogey for all it’s worth. A hand¬ 
ful of pickets waving sticks, can 
out hundreds of non-striking work- 
ers on file Unemployment Insur¬ 
ance payroll and the thousands of 
i untributors who never expect to 
gi i a nickel back from their dona¬ 
tions will foot the hill.

$920,470.00! 

(By Ambrose Hills) , 
Tliat, my friends, is a whopping 
big sum of money. 

I noticed in the financial report 
ot the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, and it shocked me. 

This sum is not for programs. 
\ oud never guess what it is for. 
mid you’ll find it hard to believe 
when I tell you. 

That sum almost a cool mil¬ 
lion dollars - was for CBC’s Press 


and Information Service. 

Now every editor gets envelopes 
stuffed with mimeographed pub¬ 
licity sheets from the CBC. Bui 
not by any stretch of the imagina¬ 
tion could these cost close to a 
million dollars in a year—or even 
five years. 

How is the money spent? 

My guess is that the CBC spends 
tor too much on propaganda and 
not enough on programs. If ii 
would spend the money on good 
radio and TV shows it wouldn’t 
need to try so hard to sell itself 
and the idea of State Broadcasting 
:> the people. 

If the CBC is spending this huge 
sum on those mimeographed pub¬ 
licity sheets it ought to cut it out 
right, how and buy space in the 
papers. For that kind of money, it 
could run quite a number of fine 
advertisements about its sustain-- 
mg programs in the newspapers 
of Canada. 

Of course, this propaganda fund 
is’“hot tile only alarming thing 
about the current CBC financial 
report. Many other figures are 
i dually startling, when compared 
to the, money that is actually paid 
out to performers. When you study 
Hie report, you begin to wonder if 
i be CBC’s main ambition has much 
to do with programming at all. 

For example, I heard the other 
day that CBC is adding another fa- 
(ot to its Press & Information 
Service, and that Ron Nickerson, 
If rmerly with British United Press, 
will be handling it for them. Iton'; 
function, so I’m told, will be “liai¬ 
son with members of Parliament." 
Is that a fancy new name for .lob¬ 
bying? And how much will it cost ? 

It seems to me that the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives ought to get 
busy at once and put an end to 
some of the more ridiculous CBC 
i s penditures. Let the money be 
spent on programs, where it is 
needed, and not on frills. 

Performers are charging that 
they are not getting tile money 
CISC spreads around so lavishly. 
I tried to find out. from the CBC's 
report, where it is going. It was 
pretty hard to find out. Only in 
i heir report on the International 
Service do they show sums actu¬ 
ally paid to performers.

In January, 1947, lie was elect¬ 
ed a member of the Polish Parliit- 
i eon and in November of that year, 
when lie was endangered again by 
lire,;:, lie escaped with his wife, 
y.i.fia. In Sweden. In November, he 
came to the United States. He is 
now chairman of the Polish Dele- 
i tiou to the Assembly of Captive 
European Nations. 

! le is lhe author of two books 
“Fighting Warsaw”, translated this 
year into English and published 
by Macmillan Company and "In 
the Name of Kremlin” now in Pol- 
>h. which soon will be translated 
into English. 

Before World War II, Mr. Kor- 
bonski. who was a lawyer in War¬ 
saw. also was chairman of the Pol¬ 
ish Peasant Party in the Bialystok 
district. He fought as a lieutenant 
in the Polish army during World 
War II. When Russia attacked Po¬ 
land. lie was taken prisoner, but 
managed to escape from the jail 
i rain enroute to Russia and return¬ 
ed to Warsaw.

First-, either droin the radiator and 
block completely, or fill with the 
correct amount of anti-freeze. If stor¬ 
ing for very long periods, also drain 
the entire fuel system, fuel tank, set¬ 
tling cup, fuel lines, screens and 
carburetor. Remember, fuel left in 
the tractor for a long period of time 
may form harmful gum deposits. 



Next, remove the spark plugs and 
squirt light engine oil into each 
cylinder. Oil the valves and valve 
mechanism, then turn the engine over 
a few times to distribute the oil. This 
prevents rust and corrosion internally. 



Now, lubricate the tractor thorouohiy 
to remove any old grease which may 
contain moisture, acids or other im¬ 
purities. Wash and clean the dirt off 
the outside of the tractor . . . and 
paint over any bare spots to prevent 
rust. Make sure the battery is fully 
charged and stored in a warm, dry 
place. Check frequently and recharge 
about once every thirty days.

Spanish Flood 
Victims Get Aid 
From Red Cross 

The Canadian Red Cross Soci¬ 
ety has made a grant of $10,000 
to aid victims of floods in Spain 
earlier this month. 

in announcing the grant Mr. 
Marshall Stearns, chairman of the 
national executive of the Society, 
slated the Spanish Red Cross So¬ 
ciety advised the League of Red 
Cross Societies that there was urg¬ 
ent need for anti-biotks as a pre¬ 
caution against possible epidemic 
as flood waters recede. 

"In response to this request," 
Mr. Stearns stated, “the grant of 
MO,000 has been used to purch¬ 
ase drugs in Canada which include 
penicillin, steptomycin, aureomy- 
cin, sulfradiazine and choloromv- 
cetin. These are being air lifted 
immediately to Valencia, Spain, 
via Canadian Pacific Airlines." 

Earlier this omnth 14 cases of 
relief supplies valued at over $2500 
were shipped to Spain from the 
League of Red Cross Societies ware 
bouses in Marseilles. These sup¬ 
plies were made by Red Crosa vol¬ 
unteers of the Women's Work 
committee in all parts of Canada.
